'Fhe  same  persons  were,  in  pursuance  of  directions 
received  from  the  Bishop,  nominnted  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  the 
Convention  a8.3enled  to  the  nomination. 

The  Rov.  Messrs.  Page,  Giddinge,  Cleaver  and 
Deacon — with  R.  Barnes,  Thomas  Towles,  G.  W.  An¬ 
derson,  and  John  E.  Cooke  of  the  laity,  were  elected 
delegates  to  the  General  Convention.

UNIVERSITY  OF  VIRGINIA. 

Rev.  Air.  Cobb's  Report  to  the  Convention  in  Lynch 
burgh,  1835. 

The  undersigned  reports,  that  in  compliance  with 
the  wishes  of  Ihe  Convention,  as  expre8.3ed  at  its  last 
session  m  Staunton,  he  removed  in  the  month  of  Sep¬ 
tember  to  the  Universityof  Virginia, at  which  place  he 
has  been  officiating  during  the  present  session.  Whilst 
he  eannot  say  that  his  labours  have  been  greatly 
blessed,  he  is  yet  persuaded  that  they  have  not  been 
albigether  in  vain.  He  is  confident  that  a  religious 
ii.fluence  is  decidetlly  gaining  ground,  and  he  looks 
forward  with  pleasing  anticipations  to  the  time  when 
that  institution  will  si'nd  forth  many  able  champions 
in  the  cause  of  the  Gospel.  There  is  manifested 
great  regard  for  religion  and  its  ordinances,  and  the 
undersigned  can  truly  say  that  he  never  preached  to 


more  orderly  and  attentive  congregation  than  at  the 
University  of  Virginia.  He  has  been  uniformly  treat¬ 
ed  with  respect  and  kindness  by  the  Faculty  and  the 
Student^,  indeed  he  should  feel  himself  ungrateful  if  ho 
jdid  not  bear  this  public  testimony  to  the  kindness  and 
liberality  manifested  towards  him,  as  well  by  the  stu¬ 
dents,  as  by  the  different  families  connected  with  the 
Institution.  Among  the  students  sre  some  ten 
twelve  who  are  members  of  different  Churches  :  these 
young  men  have  been  a  great  comfort  and  support  lo 
the  officiating  minister,  nnd  though  of  different 
Churches,  have  been  literally  a  band  of  brothers.  For 
several  sessions  they  have  kept  up  among  themselves 
a  weekly  prayer-meeting,  in  which  the  cause  of  re 
ligion  at  that  institution  is  a  special  subject  of  suppli 
cation.  It  ever  the  undersigned  has  heard  earnest  and 
fervid  prayers,  it  has  been  whilst  listening  tp  those 
pious  young  men  praying  for  a  spiritual  blessing  on 
the  University  of  Virginia.  There  is  now  in  opera¬ 
tion  and  has  been  for  several  sessions,  a  Sunday  school 
under  the  supervision  of  the  young  men.  This 
school,  though  necessarily  small,  is  admirably  con-, 
ducted,  and  is  in  a  most  flourishing  state.  A  Bible 
Society  has  also  been  formed,  of  which  about  ninety  of 
the  students  are  members.  •N.  H.  Cobb.

It 
thence  |x)ssed  over  the  farm  of  David  Dunn,  about  two  miles 
and  a  half  fn>m  New  Brunswick,  whone  dwelling  was  un 
riMifeil,  and  Ihe  l>nrn  and  other  out  buildings  were  razed  to  the 
gmund.  The  ont-huiiscs  atiachcd  to  the  premises  of  J.  G. 
Wyckoff,  in  the  same  vicinity,  w  ere  alto  destroyed.  The  next 
building  which  felt  its  effects  was  ihe  dwelling  of  Theophilus 
llolkhuin,  about  onr  mile  from  New  Brunswick,  the  roof  of 
vvliich  was  blown  off. 

The  barns  of  James  Fisher  and  Abraham  Blauvell,  in  Ike 
outskirts  of  the  city,  where  next  blown  down,  and  a  small 
dwelling  belonging  to  Mr.  Prevost  was  nesirly  destroyed,  and 
the  wile  of  Tiiiiis  $ilctH-ks  Kndly  injured.  'J'he  tornado  had 
now  reached  the  hill,  “  where,”  according  to  the  New  Bruns- 
ick  Times,  “  it  remaintd  ap|varenily  fixed  tor  a  minute  or 
two,  presenting  iho  appearance  oi  a  pillar  of  lire — its  base  rest 
ing  on  the  earth,  and  its  tup  reaching  a  mass  of  black  clouds. 

It  then  took  an  casicrn  course,  threatening  .Albany  and  Church 
streets,  but  iiiilileiily  changing  its  dirf>ction,  swept  across  the 
town  lot  towards  the  dwelling  of  Mr.  B.  Myer,  Mrs.  Deare, 
PrufesHor  M'Clelland,  Rev.  John  Croes,  L.  Kirk|iolrick,  Esq 
Mrs.  Kirkpatrick,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jnnewny,  tearing  U»e  rools 
off  some,  making  literal  wrecks  of  the  barns  and  ou^hou8es 
and  cither  upriHiting  or  tw  isling  off  the  largest  trees — in  some 
instances  carrying  the  latter  twenty  or  thirty  paces.  It  then 
cnwseil  to  the  buildings  at  the  head  of  Paterson,  Liberty 
Riiyartl,  nnd  Scbureinnii  streets,  mmiofing  the  house  of  Mrs. 
Harrison,  levelling  the  store  of  Mr.  Little,  and  burying  beneath 
the  falling  timlwrs,  Nicholas  Bixjmem,  Esq.  and  his  eldest  son 
llenry,  Itoth  were  extricated  a  short  time  after — the  son  in  a 
dying  state,  in  wliith  he  lingered  until  9  o’clock,  when  death 
relieved  him  from  his  sufferings — the  father  is  not  dangerously 
hurt.  A  young  lad  almut  8  years  of  age,  son  of  Capt.  Baird,  was 
also  killed  near  this  spot,  a  rafter  from  the  blacksmith’s  shop 
having  struck  him  iinmedinicly  alxive  the  eyes,  and  almost 
severed  his  head.  The  lornndo  now  swept  with  increased 
force  across  George  street,  dow  n  l.iberty,  Schureman  and  New 
streets,  rrusating  Nelson  to  Burnet  street,  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
distance,  down  to  the  river,  iinnstfing  or  tearing  off  the  tO|« 

»f  Ihe  houses,  and  sweeping  the  lower  doors  and  window 
from  their  fastcningi  Schureman  nnd  i.ibcrty  streets,  from 
top  to  holtorn,  may  he  said  to  t>e  a  complete  mass  of  ruins,  at 
is  likewise  part  of  Burnet  street.  The  Methodist  Church,  a 
brick  edifice,  isilumngi*d  beyond  repair,  having  been  unroofed 
and  ihceaitern  and  sunthern  walls  blown  down ;  and  the  rear 
wall  of  the  Catholic  Cliurch,  also  of  brick,  is  drove  into  the 
bwly  of  the  building.' 

'Fhe  course  of  the  tomndo  is  accurately  described  above 
and  we  now  proceed  to  give  a  more  iiarliruU^  a'ouunt  of  the 
injury  sustained  hy  the  prinrijiol  sufferers,  together  with  their 
esiimateil  losses,  and  also  the  names  of  all  whoso  properly 
was  more  or  less  affected. 

Among  the  extraonlinary  occurrences  which  took  place  on 
this  melancholy  ocrnsioii.  the  fitte  of  the  son  of  VV’tlliam  G 
Dunham  (a  small  lad)  w.as  the  most  singular.  He  was  taken 
off  the  piazza  of  the  house  corner  of  New  and  George  streets, 
carried  in  the  air  a  distance  of  three  hundred  yards  and  landed 
on  the  wharf  at  Burnet  street,  having  only  snsiained  a  slight 
injury  in  one  of  his  arms.  On  being  questioned  ns  to  his  feel 
ings,  he  stated  that  he  recollected  pas.«ing  through  the  top  of 
a  willow  tree,  nnd  tliat  the  sensation  poxluced  by  being  car 
ried  up  in  the  whirl(KX>l  was  like  that  if  being  pulled  in  con 
trary  directions. 

A  bedstead  was  taken  from  the  third  story  of  a  house  in 
Schureman  street,  carried  a  distance  ol  two  hundred  yard 
nnd  lanilcil  in  Burnet  street  without  having  sustained  the 
slightest  injury.  .\  carpet  bsig  ami  some  betiding  were  carried 
from  the  garret  of  Dr.  Jnnewny’s  house  to  the  river,  a  distance 
of  nearly  half  a  mile.  Some  of  Ihe  roofs  were  conveyed 
across  the  river  and  canal  into  the  woimIs,  where  they  were 
collected  together  by  a  party  of  Penotisrol  Indians  vvht 
were  living  there,  for  Ihe  purpose  of  erecting  sliantecs. 
cow  was  killed  in  the  street,  which  a  woman  had  been  milk¬ 
ing  a  few  seconds  Itefure. 

.After  leaving  New  Brunswick,  the  tornado  passed  down  the 
river  a  short  distance,  then  took  a  course  across  the  river  and 
passing  over  the  farm  of  JamesT.  Dunn,  tore  upscveral  tr^ 
hy  the  roots,  laid  all  his  out- build  ings  in  riiins.  without  doing 
Ihe  slightest  damage  to  his  dwelling.  It  Ihim  passed  down  to 
the  farm  of  Joel  Randal  nnd  carried  away  purl  of  the  roof  and 
gable  end  of  his  dwelling.  Thenee  its  course  was  over  Pis 
calawny,  a  small  town,  containing  about  a  dozen  lioiises 
situated  two  miles  from  New  Brunswick.  Here  every  build 
ing  except  two  in  the  place,  including  the  Episropal  ^urch 
was  demolished.  We  regret  to  add  that  Mr.  Thomas  VV.  Hnr 
per,  of  New-York,  was  nearly  killed  by  l,eing  struck  on  the 
head  with  a  beam.  Wo  understand  that  Mr.  H.  had  just  re 
ceived  the  dee<l  «»f  some  property  which  he  had  been  purchas 
ing,  nnd  that  his  visit  to  Pisrataway  was  for  the  purpose  of 
making  some  arrangements  resperting  ir.  He  was  r  silver¬ 
smith,  residing  Rt  31  Rose  street,  and  has  left  a  large  family. 

The  tomndu  then  passed  on  towanis  Perth  Amboy,  where 
one  building  was  destroyed,  and  spent  its  fury  on  Staton 
Island,  ns  stated  ittioTe. 

Having  gone  throngh  with  the  details  of  this  melancholy 
affair,  we-  rtow  present  our  renders  with  Ihe  remarks  of  a 
friend  who  was  an  eye  witness  of  the  whole  scene,  and  which 
will  enable  them  to  form  a  correct  idea  af  this  awfully  sub¬ 
lime  8;)octacle.  He  says;  “the  first  intimation  I  had  of  the 
tornado's  appruerh  was  Ihe  wind  blowing  in  from  Ixith  sides  of 
the  house  in  which  I  was  sitting.  Immeiliately  the  cry  of  fire 
was  rni*e<l — I  ran  to  the  comer  of  the  street  and  perceived  in 
a  westerly  direction,  at  alwiit  half  a  mile  distance,  a  black 
column  moving  oHward,  not  very  rapidly,  which  had  some¬ 
thing  the  appearance  of  a  smothered  fire,  and  was  mistaken 


-  It  then  passed  through  hisor- 
chard,  and  out  of  three  hundred  fruit  trees,  only  lour  or  fixe 
were  left  standing. 

1  hence  it  went  through  the  wooils,  prostrating  every  thing 
until  It  arrived  at  the  larm  of  Andrew  Dennis,  nNiiit  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  Snovers.  Ills  house  nnillmrn  were  nn- 
ntofedaiid  barracks  blown  down,  and  inhi.s  orchard  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  trees,  only  four  were  left  standing  li  then  |>assed  ihrmigh 
an  >ther  piece  of  wisjJs,  levelling  every  thing  lilt  it  came 
to  the  farm  uf  William  Shiisler.  three  quarters  ofu  milo.  Hi.s 
house  was  imnNifed  and  bam  hloxvti  down;  four  or  live  large 
rock  maple  trees  were  twisted  off  or  luKen  up  bv  the  nsits. 
someol  which  were  carried  a  distance  of  GO  yards,  and  lell 
upon  a  cow,  which  was  killed. 

I  hence  it  passed  through  another  piece  of  wimhIs  to  the 
farm  ol  Adam  Warner,  hall  a  mile,  whose  dwelling  vviis  mi- 
roofeil  and  his  l>arn,  barracks,  nnd  ont-houses  were  blown 
down.  It  pnsseil  on  about  half  a  mile  tariher,  destroying  fonie 
out-houses  and  one  dwelling,  and  then  terininnteil  abruptly 

Our  inlbmi.ant  adds,  that  all  the  gram  and  fences  in  its 
miirse  were  destroyed,  as  were  also  all  the  large  trees  iMr. 
Shusler  foiinil  a  large  apple  tree  on  his  premises,  xvhieh  had 
come  from  the  orchartl  of  Mr.  Dennis,  a  distance  of  three  quar¬ 
ters  of  a  milo. 

The  New  Jersey  Advocate,  published  nt  Rahway,  Iwelx'e- 
miles  east  of  New  Briinswii  k,  furnishes  Ihe  lollowing  pnrticii- 
Inrs  of  the  destruction  uccasioned  by  the  tornado  of  Friday 
last : —

Pisirtfaway. — The  road.*,  fields,  &c.  leailing  fmm  New  Bruns- 
vviek  lo  the  village  ol  Pi.3ralaway,  two  mih'S  from  the  former  I 
place,  were  literally  covercil  vviih  fragments  ol  lioard.*  and  | 
shingles,  and  on  nearing  the  village  a  .«ccne  was  presented 
whieli  nearly  baffles  all  attempts  to  descrilio.  Houses,  trees, 
horses,  cattle,  &c.  lay  in  promiseiions  heap ;  the  neatly  painted 
cottage  and  bliximing  garden  are  now  alike  prosirnir. 

Pisrataway  village  euntaineil  fnim  twciily  to  thirty  dwellings, 
without  buildings,  all  of  which,  with  the  cxccpm  n  of  at  out 
5  or  6  ore  entirely  desimyed.  F'rom  Ihe  residence  of  Mr.  Dunn, 
through  the  village,  the  ruin  an<l  devastation  are  immense. 

1  here  was  a  vendue  held  at  the  innof  JVfajorJames  Gilman, 
t  the  time  of  the  tornado,  vvhieh  hud  called  logellier  a  mini- 
ber  ofinhabitanls ;  to  this  circum.stance  i*  attrihuu-d  ihc  lav  ing 
of  many  lives  which  would  have  been  lost  had  Iho  workshop 
been  occupied  as  usual.  The  a  ppn  ranee  of  the  atmosphere  in 
Ihc  direction  of  New  Brunswick  caused  many  to  think  a  fire 
hod  broken  out  in  that  city — but  a  few  minutes  had  elaped  lie- 
fore  a  sudden  gust  told  them  that  tbs  besom  of  destruction 
was  following  in  its  wake.  In  an  in.stant  all  retired  \\  iibin  ihe 
house,  and  closing  the  doors  and  windows,  remained  secure, 
while  the  whirlwind  continued  on,  prostrating  in  its  course, 
houses. workshop,  barns,  sheds,  trees,  fences,  in  short,  every 
thing  expnsive  enough  to  catch  the  breath  of  ihe  dewdatiiig 
levelUr 

Several  w'agons  and  other  vehicles  remained  atlhe  door  of 
the  Inn,  which  were  whirled  about  and  injure«l— the  horses 
attached  were  found  to  Ire  unhurt.  Tfie  tavern  house  of  Ma- 
jor  Oilmnn  ^reived  trifling  injury;  a  hnrn  f>elnn^ing  to  him 
was  blown  down  and  five  horves  buried  f>eneoth  tlic*  ruifi3, 
they  were  extricated  without  being  materially  maimed.  His 
other  out-huildings  were  more  or  leu  injurvHl. 

VVe  noticed  several  very  large  trees  carried  several  yards 
(rom  the  spit  where  they  were  npruoteil. 

An  orchard,  belonging  to  Major  Gilman,  containing  about 
Ifty  thriving  apple  trees,  is  entirely  laid  vvaste,  not  a  singlo 
tree  left  standing. 

The  meeting-house  nnd  school-house  are  in  ruins,  not  a  ves¬ 
tige  of  them  scarcely  remaining  to  tell  their  loriner  useful  ap 
pmpriation. 

For  a  mile  nn«l  a  half  from  the  hanks  of  the  Raritan  side  of 
the  river,  towards  Red  Riait  (..anding,  in  a  straight  direction, 
alsiut  l<)ur  hiindret)  yards  in  lircadtli,  every  tiling  is  prostrate. 
Some  men  at  work  in  a  field  at  the  time,  informed  ns  that  the 
tornado,  on  reaching  the  river  at  Red  Root  Landing,  raised  the 
water  lo  a  nmsiderable  height,  leaving  ihe  bottom  uf  ilie  river 
fur  a  short  time  plainly  visible. 

A  Mr.  Harpr,  the  owner  of  a  small  farm  in  Pisenfaway.  a 
resident  of  New-York,  vv^s  in  the  road,  but  befi»re  he  could 
gain  a  shelter,  was  struck  on  the  head  by  a  limirer  from  Ihe 
meetihg  house,  which  fractured  his  head  to  such  a  ilegree, 
that  no  hops  are  entertained  of  bis  recovery.  He  was  alive 
on  Sunday  nt  4  o’clock. 

Mr.  Jeremiah  Sofield  had  his  leg  dreadfully  shattered.  Ilis 
daughter,  Mrs.  Perry,  together  with  her  husband  and  child,  on 
hearing  the  roaring  of  the  tempest,  hastened  from  their  dwell¬ 
ing  to  seek,  as  they  thought,  a  safer  shelter,  but  ere  lliey 
reachetl  the  field  Mrs.  Perry  received  a  blow  fnim  a  falling 
tree  which  broke  her  arm  nml  mangled  hersiilc. — Mr.  Perry 
and  his  son  were  carrieil  some  distance  in  the  air,  but  sustain- 
e<l  trifling  injury.
